TTiddlejas 
are the most accomodal ing and iTwvardingot garden plants; l heir acceptance (d challenging soil condit ion.s and 
climate extremes and their resi.siance to pests (including deer, hares, and rabbits) are legendary.” I he genu.s in- 
cludes about 1(H) species the author lists and discusses 58 species ot them (noting that he is concerned only 
w'it h t he woody species, vs. the herbaceous perennials). A middle section provides beautiful color photos ol most 
ot the 58, along whth main' ol the distinct cultivars ol P. ddvidii. The super hard)' fi ddvidii (butterl ly bush) is 
cmniiKAnly used b)' breeders because (d its abundant and nectar-rich tlow'ers. "1 he major dowm side ol the species 
is its ability to colonize ithiospitable wzisteland sites; the tiny whnged seeds, blowm tar and wnde, are capable (d 
germinating w'herever the\' settle, be it old tarmac, rubble, or a crevice hirih on a wall. During WorkI Whir 11 it 
became knowm as the bombsite plant in Britain, as it w'as always the first plaiit to establish itself at ter an attack.”
